WHEREAS, in the past, the SGA has experienced problems with some executives that 
did not wish to complete either any or a sufficient number of office hours. 

WHEREAS, these executives are paid members of the SGA and it is necessary for them 
to be in the office for the SGA to run smoothly. 

WHEREAS, senators are required to work at least three office hours per week so that the 
SGA does not become a static organization where nothing gets done. 

THEREFORE LET IT BE RESOLVED, that ARTICLE VII - Executive Office Hours be 
inserted into the by-laws of the SGA constitution. 

THEREFORE LET IT BE FURTHER RESOLVED, that Section 1.0 be entitled 
Definition with 1.1 stating that “Executive office hours are any Student Government 
Association work completed by a member of the Executive Branch of the SGA or the 
Speaker of the Senate.” 1.2 will state, “For an executive office hour to be counted, it must 
be logged within the week it was completed. A week will be considered the Monday of 
that week through the Sunday of the next week. These log sheets will be collected weekly 
by the Internal Affairs Department.” 

THEREFORE LET IT BE FURTHER RESOLVED, that Section 2.0 be entitled 
President with 2.1 “The executive office hours of the President must be posted on his 
door as well as the bulletin board in the office.” 2.2 needs to state that “The President of 
the Student Government Association must complete no less than 12 executive office 
hours in one week.” 




THEREFORE LET IT BE FURTHER RESOLVED, that Section 3.0 be entitled Vice- 
President with 3.1 “The executive office hours of the vice-president must be posted on 
his door as well as the bulletin board in the office.” 3.2 needs to state that “The vice- 
president of the Student Government Association must complete no less than 10 
executive office hours in one week.” 


THEREFORE LET IT BE FURTHER RESOLVED, that Section 4.0 be entitled 
Treasurer with 4.1 “The executive office hours of the treasurer must be posted on the 
bulletin board, and when the Treasurer gets an office, the executive office hours must be 
posted on his door as well.” 4.2 needs to state that “The Treasurer of the Student 
Government Association must complete no less than 8 executive office hours in one 
week.” 


THEREFORE LET IT BE FURTHER RESOLVED, that Section 5.0 be entitled Speaker 
of the Senate with 5.1 “The executive office hours of the Speaker of the Senate must be 
posted on the bulletin board.” 5.2 needs to state that “The Speaker of the Senate must 
complete no less than 5 executive office hours in one week.” 


THEREFORE LET IT BE FURTHER RESOLVED, that Section 6.0 be entitled 
Consequences with 6.1 stating “If the above officers do not complete the aforementioned 
executive office hours, the senate can consider this apathy towards SGA as grounds for 
impeachment.”

WHEREAS, The lack of this mechanism has prevented the fiscal affairs committee 
from doing their job in past years. 

THEREFORE LET IT BE RESOLVED, that Section 5.0 be added to Article 2 of the 
by-laws entitled penalties.

“Organization’s failure to meet any requests by the fiscal fairs committee will be subject 
to corrective measures recommended by the fiscal affairs committee and approved by 
simply majority of fifty percent plus one as stated in the Student Government Association 
Constitution Article 3 Section 4.2.3. tot prca urMd foTKe.

A student cannot serve on a court on which he/she has previously served as 
King/Queen. Court members must have a 2.0 cumulative GPA and be in good standing 
with the University. 

2.3.1 Dorm nomination procedures. 

All dorm floors will nominate three men and three women for honor courts, and 
one male and one female for Mr. and Mrs. NSU. 

The Election committee will distribute nomination forms to all dorms. 

A Resident Assistant will hold nomination meetings on his or her floor only if 
fifty percent of the residents of that floor are present. 

The Resident Assistant and the Housing Director must sign and date the 
nomination form and return it to the place designated by the Election 
committee deadline. 

2.3.2 Chartered Organizations Nomination Procedures 

All chartered organizations will nominate three men and three women for honor 
courts, and one male and female for Mr. and Mrs. NSU. Fifty percent of the 
members must be present. 

The Election Committee will distribute all nomination forms to the chartered 
organizations. 

The president of the organization will sign and date the nomination form and 
return it to the place designated by the Election Committee before the deadline. 

A receipt shall be given to the individual turning in the form. 





2.3.3. Counting nomination forms 

Honor courts- all men and women receiving three nominations or more will be 
placed on the ballot. 

Mr. and Mrs. NSU- all men and women receiving four nominations or more will 
be placed on the ballot.
